CHANCELLOR'S SURVEY. 


164,000,000 savINGa ACCEPTED. 


Loxpon, March 1. 
In the House of Commons, in the couree of a survey. 
of the Geddes committee proposals, the Chancellor, Sir 
Robert Horne announced amid Opposition cheers that 
the Government had rejected the rezommendaions 
regarding the reduction of teachers’ salaries and the 
exclusion of children under six years of age from school. 
He said that the health of young children waa immensely 
improved by the medical attention and care given at 
achool. The Government would adopt a revommendation 
favouring teachers’ contribution to the superannuation 
fund. 
NAVAL PERSONNEL, 
As regards the Nayv, Sir Robert Horne spid the 
difference between the Admiralty and Geddes recum: 
mendations was almost entirely a question of personiel, 
The Admiralty hid row agreed to reduction bo 95.200 
compared with the Geddes recommendation of 48.002, 
The Government accepted the personnel of 98,000 as the 
mipimuin and hoped greater roductions in navul 
expenditure would be possible next year, 
WAR OFFICE SAVINGS, 
As regards the Army, the War Office had agreed to 
a reduction of £17,000,000 and 33,000 mon which was 
equivalent to cancelling 24 line battalions and an 
equivalent of five cavalry regiments and a 10 per cent. 
reduction io the artillery. 
TROOPS IN THE COLONIES, 


Sir Robert Horne said that the committee’s re- 


reduced to 39,000 owing to the Indian Government 
changing its mind with regard to ube number of British 
troops they needed.

The quarrel dates back to the action of Sir George 
Younger, Chairman of the Conservative organisation thwarting the 
Premier’s plane for a general election early in the new year and haa since 
been accentuated by speeches by Bir George Young eneoring at the Coalition 
Liberals in spite of assurances Mr. Lloyd George had received of loyalty 
from Mr. Chamberlain and Lord Birkenhead. 

A meeting of Conservative leaders was held to-day to discuss the 
position. Apart from the irreconcilable die-hard Conservatives who d: sire 
to ruptur: the Licyd George section the Consorv..tives are dissatisfied with 
the Government's failure to reduce the income tax.

SURPLUS BECOMES DEFICIT. 


NEW CUSTOMS TABAFFS ANNOUNOED, 


Lonpon, March 1. 

Trade depression poor monsoon, and labour troubles have resulted in the 
anticipated surplus Jf 71 lakhs which has been converted into a deficit: of 34 
crores in the present budget for India. 

Sir William Hailey, finance member, making a statement in 
the Legislative Assembly, recommended an inereaso of 25 per 
cont. in reilway pussenger fares, the evhancement of inland 
postal rates, and increase in income tax and super tax on the customs. The 
last-named is estimated to yield 15 crores, including on advance in ad valorem 
duties to 15 as against 15 per cert. on cotten goods, 74 as against 3} per 
cent. on sugar, 25 as against 16 per cent, on machinery, iron, steel and tin. 
A new 6 per cent. duty is imposed on imported yara and the salt duty 
will be doubled.
